O* readers will be glad to learn that plans have 
been consummated for the consolidation of 
EQUAL RIGHTs, official organ of the National 
Woman’s Party, and Equal Rights, Independent 
Feminist Weekly. The p of the two pub- 
lications now being identical, it is believed that 
a consolidation should be promptly effected. 


The National Council of the National Woman’s 
Party and the Equal Rights Publishing Company, 
Inc., have agreed that beginning with the new year 
this consolidation will take place. The publication 
will be the official organ of the National Woman’s 
Party and will be included in the dues of the mem- 
bers of the National Woman’s Party. The sub- 
scription price will be one dollar for non-members 
and organizations outside the Party. 


The issue of December 26 of Equal Rights, In- 
dependent Feminist Weekly, will be the final issue 
of that magazine, and will complete the second 
volume of its publication. The consolidation will 
then take effect. 


Some of the subscribers of Equal Rights, Inde- 
pendent Feminist W , will still have several 
months due on their subscriptions. Those who 
are members of the National Woman's Party and 
who, therefore, are now receiving EQUAL RIGHTS, 
official organ of the National Woman's Party, will 
receive a rebate from Equal Rights, Independent 
Feminist Weekly, as will all other subscribers, if 
they so desire. 

It will be very helpful if those who are not mem- 
bers of the National Woman’s Party will allow the 
balance of their subscriptions for Equal Rights, 
Independent Feminist Weekly, to apply to EQUAL 
RIGHTS, the official organ. Equal Rights, In- 
dependent Feminist Weekly, does not hear from 
these subscribers before January 1, it will be as- 
sumed that this is unsatisfactory and the rebate 
will be forwarded. 

EQUAL RIGHTs, the official organ of the National 
Woman’s Party, will be issued as a semi-monthly 
publication, and it is anticipated that the first 
issue, after the consolidation, will appear in Jan- 
vary. It will carry news of the Feminist move- 
ment throughout the world, as well as detailed in- 
formation about the Equal Rights campaign in 
the United States, and will otherwise combine all 
of the best features of the two magazines whose 
existence, in effect, will merely be perpetuated in 
the new publication. | 


Florence Bayard Hilles, retiring Chairman of 
the National Woman’s Party, under whose ad- 
ministration the consolidation of the two publica- 
tions has been effected, suggests that the readers 
of both EQUAL RIGHTS magazines may share in 
the thought recently expressed by Edward S. Mar- 
tin, in November, when the magazine Life printed 
its final issue in its original form. Mrs. Hilles 
sends us the following quotation:

EQUAL RIGHTS A POWER FOR THE PEACE 
OF THE WORLD 


Representative Virginia E. Jenckes of Indiana, 
a leading member of Congress, has just made 
public a cable she has sent within the past few 
days to Secretary of State Hull, at Buenos Aires, 
calling upon the United States delegation to the 
Inter-American Conference for the Maintenance 
of Peace, to support the resolution now before the 
Conference which will recommend to the Americas 
the extension of suffrage to women as a means of 
peace. Mrs. Jenckes’ cable follows: 


“In accord with President Roosevelt’s key- 
note speech that democracy holds the hope for 
world’s I, as a member of the Congress 
of the United States of America, respectfully 
urge the delegation from the United States to 
vote for the enfranchisement of all women. 
American women are making glorious use of 
their enfranchisement and we American women 
sincerely believe the viewpoint of all women if 
expressed by their ballots, will be a constructive 
and decisive factor in accomplishment of a per- 
manent world-wide peace.“ 


(Signed) Virginia E. Jenckes. 


Indignation and astonishment have spread 
throughout the country at the news that there was 
a possibility that the United States might not vote 
for the Woman Suffrage Resolution to be intro- 
duced by the Ambassador of Brazil, Sr. Aranha. 
The resolution which the Brazilian delegation has 
agreed to present is: 

“Be it resolved that the Inter-American Con- 
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ference for the Maintenance of Peace, while re- 
alizing that the next ordinary international con- 
ference of the American States will concern it- 
self more amply with the rights of women, 
nevertheless wishes to affirm its belief in the 
goal of equal rights for men and women in the 
Americas, supported as is this goal by the acts 
of the fifth, sixth and seventh ordinary confer- 
ences in unbroken record since 1923; 

Hears with sympathy and understanding the 
recommendations made by the aforementioned 
and other bodies of people to this end; 

Is in accord with the desirability of the ulti- 
mate adherence of non-signatory States to the 
equal rights treaty initiated and signed by four 
American republics in Montevideo in 1933, and 
meanwhile urges the governments of the Amer- 
ican republics which have not as yet granted the 
vote to women to do so immediately as a matter 
of justice and public policy for the following 
fundamental reasons: 

First, women throughout the world have their 
deep devotion to peace.

on responsible citizens. 

Fourth, women as responsible citizens can 
make their voice more effective in aiding men

The Inter-American Commission of Women, 
under the brilliant leadership of Doris Stevens, a 
member of the National Council of the National 
Woman's Party and chairman of the Commission, 
has been in Buenos Aires during the past weeks, 
urging the adherence of the Conference to the 
Equal Rights Treaty. 

Harriet Stanton Blatch, great and beloved fem- 
inist leader, sent the following cable to Miss Stev- 
— on hearing the news from the People's Con- 

erence: 


“Congratulations. Conference adherence 
Equal Rights Treaty necessary for stable 
peace.” (Signed) Harriet Stanton Blatch. 


Representative Louis Ludlow of Indiana also 
cabled Miss Stevens: 


“Congratulations on united stand taken by 
women in adoption by People’s Conference for 
Peace of Equal Rights resolution which I hope 
will be adopted also by Pan American Peace 
Conference.” (Signed) Louis Ludlow. 


In this connection, it is gratifying to note that 
Representative Louis Ludlow, who has been so 
unswervingly loyal to the cause of Equal Rights 
and sponsor for the Amendment during the last 
two Congresses, was reelected in 1932 by approxi- 
mately a 9,000 majority, in 1934 by approximately

The Women’s International League For Peace 
And Freedom, a member group of the Woman’s 
Consultative Committee created by the League 
of Nations, was one of the many organizations 


cabling Secretary Hull during the past few devs, 
urging the American delegation to the People’s 
Conference to vote for the Woman Suffrage reso- 
lution and the Equal Rights Treaty.

REPORT OF THE WORK AND PROGRAM 
OF THE INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS 
COMMITTEE OF THE NATIONAL 
WOMAN’S PARTY OF THE U.S.A.

I. Equality Treaties | 
After the World War the National Woman’s 


Party, like other national organizations, saw the 


need of international action to attain our ends 
and in 1928 began active international work with 
the drafting of a treaty for equal rights for 
women. The board of the National Woman's 
Party accepted the Equal Rights Treaty as one 
of its objects in January 1928. And in Febru- 
ary 1928 the treaty was taken to the Conference 
of American Republics in Cuba by a delegation 
from the Woman’s Party consisting of Mrs. Clar- 
ence Smith, National Chairman, Doris Stevens, 
Chairman of our International Relations Com- 
mittee, Mrs. Valentine Winters, Member of the 
National Board and Muna Lee, then of Puerto 
Rico, and later Director of the National Activities 
of the Woman’s Party. The Conference of Amer- 
ican Republics at Havana thereupon created the 
Inter-American Commission of Women to ex- 
amine the Equal Rights Treaty and advise the 
Conference concerning it at their next meeting. 
The Inter-American Commission of Women is 
a strictly governmental group, each government 
appointing one of its nationals to serve on it. 
Doris Stevens has beem its chairman from the 
beginning and it was she, with her coworkers of 
the Inter-American Commission of Women, who 
succeeded in having the Equal Rights Treaty 
signed by four American Republics at Monte- 
video in 1933, thus launching it in the interna- 
tional field. The Woman’s Party assisted in this 
campaign by its strenuous support in Washington. 


The Equal Rights Treaty was presented to the 
Assembly of the League of Nations in 1934, and 
in 1985 it was debated there at length. In this 


work the Internatio Relations Committee of 
the Woman’s Party has cooperated actively. We 


have also succeeded in getting the Equal Rights 


Treaty endorsed by 12 international women’s or- 
ganizations. 


The second treaty which the Woman’s Party 
started on its way is the Equal Nationality Treaty. 
It was drafted in 1929 by the International Rela- 
tions Committee and adopted by our Party Con- 
vention, President Hoover was asked to support 
it at the coming conference in The Hague in 
March 1930 of the First World Conference on the 
Codification of International Law. Mr. Hoover 
promised that the U. S. delegation at The Hague 
would stand for the principle of equality in na- 
tionality. 

The draft of this treaty was presented at The 
Hague by Chile, and a delegation of the Woman’s 
Party was present to work for it, in cooperation 
with the Inter-American Commission of Women. 
The American women at The Hague were: Flor- 
ence Bayard Hilles, later our National Chairman, 
Margaret Whittemore, member of our Council, Ella 
Riegel, State Officer of the Party, Lucy Branham, 
former organizer of the Party, and Doris Stevens, 
Chairman of the Inter-American Commission of 
Women. No action was taken at The Hague on 
the Equal Nationality Treaty, but The Hague Na- 
tionality Treaty which we opposed did not obtain 
the signature of the U. S. delegation. They re- 
fused to support it on the ground that it discrimi- 
nated against women. Since then the Equal Na- 
tionality Treaty has been brought before every 
session of the Assembly and discussed at length 
in several sessions, and the Assembly has brought 
it to the attention of all States members of the 
League of Nations. 


In December 1932 the Equal Nationality Treaty 
was signed at Montevideo by 19 American Re- 
publics. It has since then been ratified by six of 
them, including the United States. It has been 
transmitted by the League of Nations to its mem- 


ber States and is now open to accession by all the 
countries of the world. In all this work the Na- 


tional Woman's Party has taken an extremely 
active part and has helped to get for the Equal 
Nationality Treaty the endorsement of practically 
every international women’s organization. 


II. International Groups Organized Largely 
Through the Efforts of the International Re- 
yang Committee of the National Woman’s 


1. At Havana in 1928 it was entirely due to 


the efforts of our International Relations Com- 
mittee that the Inter-American Commission of 
Women was formed, with a leader of our Party 
as the chairman of the new group, Doris Stevens. 

2. The next year, 1929, the Woman’s Party was 
on the organizing committee to create the Open 
Door International in Berlin. We sent as our 
delegation: Ruth Vandeer Litt, Alma Lutz, Mar- 
guerite Smith, Doris Stevens, Frances Roberts 
and Maude Williams. The Open Door works in- 
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ternationally for equality for women in the labor 
field. .
